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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine; manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 77-81 and 100-105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims recite a carrier medium ... / a method ... comprising implementing a 
computer program / a design system ...comprising a computer system for 
generating information... / a method of manufacture ... comprising ... accordance 
with code.... 

To satisfy section 101 requirements, the claim must be for a practical application of the Sec. 101 judicial 
exception, which can be identified in various ways: 

. The claimed invention "transforms" an article or physical object to a different state or thing. 
. The claimed invention otherwise produces a useful, concrete and tangible result, ... 

See "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject 
Matter Eligibility" OG Date: 22 November 2005. 

Since there is no physical transform to establish a practical application, a useful, 
concrete and tangible result appears to be lacking. Therefore, claims 77-81 and 100- 
105 are clearly directed to a non-statutory process. 

2. Claims 77-81 and 100-105 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 101 set forth in this Office action. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest: 
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(1) . The "logic circuit for performing modular multiplication" having the 
"accumulator logic" and "reduction logic" features as recited in independent claims 1, 
82, and 106; and 

(2) . The "logic circuit for performing modular exponentiation" having the 
"accumulator logic" and "reduction logic" features as recited in independent claims 36 
and 88. 

It is noted that "X" references cited in "PCT international Search Report 
relating to PCT/GB 03/05489" filed 6/20/05 do NOT teach or suggest (1) the "input 
combination logic" having "W bits" features and (2) "reduction logic" having "W 
§^_j*a bit valued' as recited in independent claims.
